WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The ver- 
dict of the United States Circuit Court 
for the Southern District of New York 
imposing a fine of $108,000 upon the 
New York Central Railroad Company, 
on the charge of granting rebates to 
the American Sugar Company, was to- 
day affirmed by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

The rebates to the American Sugar 
Refining Company were given on ship- 
ments of sugar in 1903 from New York 
to Cleveland and Detroit. Six offenses 
were charged and fines of $18,000 each 
were imposed by the trial court. 
The government prosecuted under 
the interstate commerce and Elkins 
laws. Between New York and Cleve- 
land, the ralilroad’s published tariff 
called for a charge of 21 cents per 100 
pounds, while the rate to-Detrok was 
23 cents. The cut in the frst in- 
stance Was 6 cents and in the second 
2 cents.

AUTOMOBILE MAKES GOOD IN 


ARMY FIELD MANEUVERS. 
— — 


Motor Carries Machine Guns and 
Gunners, Takes the Hills and Level 
at Fair Speed and Offers Special 
Advantages as Protection for War 
Balloons. 


The armored motor car is being used 
in the Germany army, and at recent 
field maneuvers made good. The car 
carried light feu guns and a .quan- 
tity of ammunition. It could travel 
twenty-five miles an hour over rough 
and hilly country. 
With the general use of motor ears 
as army transports the commissariat 
would be greatly improved, and the 
use of horses could be entirely done 
away with. 

The Germans are the first to see 
what great advantages are to be 

ned by using gasoline motor cars, 
hese trucks will carry heavy loads. 
They are built with sold wheels and 
tires, and their 1 is not great. 
They are geared w and will climb 
steep hille with a load of several tons. 
The cars have given satisfactory 
demonstrations and in case of war 
Germany would go into the feild with 
a complement of armored care which, 
it la believed, would aid her greatly. 
The cars are built on a regular stock 
chassis with the exception that the 
wheels are different from those on a 
touring car or roadster model. The 
freme is reinforced, however, and 16 
finished in such a manner that it will 
stand a severe strain. 
The car is #0 arranged that the gun 
crew is protected by heavy armor plate 
while fring the machine guns. The 
car may be wheeled into 
place rapidly and in a few seconds 
can open fire on the enemy. 
Aérial navigation is looked upon by 
the Germans with particular favor be- 
cause of its t advantages as a 
means of attack. The construction of 
their Zeppelin and Parseval dirigibles 
ig euch that the balloons can be made 
a dangerous means of attack from the 
alr. They are fitted with a number 
of guns which will pour shot into an 
enemy encamped, or in fighting post- 
tion on the ground. 
The ballons have added a serious 
problem to modern warfare. An army 
must guard against attack from the 
alr, as well as from land and sea. 
As the result, other nations are pre- 
paring themselves against attacks by 


airships. 
The realize that the bal- 
loons must have special protection 
from the earth if they are to prove 
effective. An armored car, fitted es- 
pecially for following a war balloon.

LONDON, Jan. 23.—London is in dan- 
ger of losing one of her most valuable 
relics of medieval times—the old gate- 
way in Smithfield, which belongs to St. 
Bartholomew's Church. Besides being 
one of the oldest Norman structures in 
Europe, this gateway has associations 
which make it both romantic and grew- 
some.
